from the stricken city, 
Xot only has it been established 


definitely that the disease which re- 
cently broke out among the Turkish 
soldiers is Asiatic cholera, but small- 
pox has made its appearance. 
Ty- 


phus has been raging for some time. 
The epidemics were all reported to- 
day as spreading rapidly. 
Cholera _ 


has also broken out among the Bul-j 
garians at Chatalja. 
' 


Conditions 
inside 
the 
Turkish 


capital and in the suburbs just out- 
side the city walls are described in 
the latest dispatches as almost un- 
believably dreadful. People are dy- 
ing by thousands, it was said, of 
disease., wounds received 
in battle 


and sheer starvation. 


The Turkish capital, always as un- 
sanitary as a sewerless. almost un- 
cared for city of 1,250.000 can be, 
has been completely neglected since 
the war broke out. The street dogs, 
which formerly served as scavengers, 
were banished some 
months 
ago \ 


from the community and filth has 
accumulated even in the most 
im- 


portant thoroughfares, 
until 
they 


have become nearly impassable. 


The odor from this enormous ac- 


cumulation of decaying animal and 
vegetable matter 
covers the 
town 


like a blanket. 


With the usual food supply prac- 


tically cut off. the population has 
been liviug for days on rotten fruit 
and vegetables, the foulest carrion, 
and finally, on'almost nothing at all. 


The troops at the 
front are as 


hard .pressed for food as the wretch- 
"ed non-combatants and wounded in- 
side the capital. 


One message 
today stated that 


when a small shipment of flour ac- 
tually was received at Chatalja, the 
famished soldiers ripped open the 
bags and stuffed the raw flour into 
their mouths in handfuls. Hundreds 
of men are dead in the trenches, it 
was asserted, untouched by the ene- 
my's bullets, but literally starved to 
death. 


Of the wounded a huge percent- 


age are dying, even from 
trifling 


hurts. There is practically no hos- 
pital service, and fester, blood pois- 
oning, lockjaw or gangrene are car- 
rying the stricken soldiers off in 
shoals. 


Foreigners in Constantinople are 


in much more danger, said one of 
today's reports, of falling victims to 
some one of the prevailing epidemics 


than of massacre by the Turks. The 
Sofia government issued a denial of 
the statement that 
cholera 
has 


spread from the garrison of the be- 
sieged force, but it was said here 
that the story is true, and In spite 
of every effort to combat the pesti- 
lence, it is steadily gaining ground. 


POCT/ATIOX STARVIXG. 


Sofia, Bulgaria. Xov. 12—The sit- 


uation of the Bulgarian troops „ in- 
vesting Adrianople and on the Tchat- 
alja Ime In front of Constantinople, 
is the subject of many rumors to- 
day, owing to the absence of any of- 
ficial dispatches from the front. 


It Is known that the Bulgarian 


troops have opened their attack on 
Tctatalja', but no details of the fight- 
ing have been received. 
The Bul- 


garian arid Servian troops engaged in 
the siege of Adrianople are working 
in hearty co-operation. Clashes with 
the Turkish garrison of that strong- 
hold occur daily. 


Some of the Turkish troops taken 


prisoners declare that conditions In 
the city are desperate. The popula- 
tion, they say, is on the verge of 
starvation, and it Is thought 
that 


the Turkish garrison will be starv- 
ed out in ten days at the most. 


KCSSIA AIDS IT. S. 


Washington, Xov. 12.—Russia of- 


ficially informed the United States 
today that It will look out for the 
interests of the 
United States in 


Turkish waters and for United States 
citizens in Turkey. The information 
was conveyed to the 
stale depart- 


ment by the Russian embassy here, 
immediately upon receipt of instruc- 
tions from the foreign office at St- 
Petersburg.

It Is known that Governor TVilson 


has a high regard for Oscar Under- 
wood, the majority leader of the Dem- 
ocrats in the last session, and that in 
making up his mind lie will give care- 
ful attention to Mr. TJnderwood's ar- 
guments. 31r. Underwood is reported 
as favoring an extra session. 


"I have no immediate Intention of 


making an announcement," said the 
President-elect last night, "bnt I 
would like to get the names of those 
who have given affirmative and those 
who have given negative opinions in 
regard to the advisability of caning an 
extra session. I refer not only td 
members of Congress, but to all Im- 
portant Democratic leaders." 


The President-elect was asked if he 


had received many requests that an 
extra session be called. 


"Xo, I have not," he replied, "bnt I 


can only answer for the telegrams. I 
ha\e had none among the telegrams. 
My secretary has sifted aOt most of 
the letters, and I know as yet only of 
their general nature, and I do "not 
think they touch on a special session."
